in to save 


A POPULAR play facility that was set for 
closure has been saved after a new owner 
stepped in. 

Toni Simpkin, a mum-of-one from 
Haverhill, has taken over Rascals 
Playbarn after the current owners 
announced the end of the road last 
month. 

It has been renamed as Simmo’s 
Playzone, and the news was confirmed 
via Rascals’ Facebook page. 

An initial post was made on the social 
networking site on July 23, saying that 
someone new was taking over the facility. 

The news was finalised last Friday. 

Toni, who has a seven-year-old son 
named JJ, said: “I thought it was sad to 
see it go and the town needs something 
like that. 

“I am a local person with a local family 
and it can bring a lot to the town.” 

The centre, in Boundary Road, was 
re-opened in May this year by 
EuroMillions winner Gillian Bayford and 
friend Cindy Smith. 

It had previously been known as Cheeky 
Chimps, but that too closed in February 
this year. 

Gillian said of the closure: “I have got a 
lot of commitments going on and I 
couldn’t give it the time that it needs. 

“Toni is going to take it on, the staff’s 
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jobs will continue and I am grateful that 
it’s going to be someone who cares about 
it.” 

Simmo’s Playzone will open later this 
month, but a date has not yet been 
decided. 

Parents and visitors were shocked when 
an announcement was made on Rascals’ 
Facebook page announcing that due to 
“unforseen circumstances” they would 
be closing last weekend. 

It said: “It is with great regret that as of 
4pm on Sunday, July 28, Rascals shall 
close its doors and cease trading. 

“All parties booked until then shall be 
honoured and any bookings past this 
date, any payments made, shall be 
refunded in full. 

“We would like to thank all of the 
customers who have supported us in the 
time we have been open. Thank you 
Rascals.” 

The good news that Rascals was being 
taken on by Toni was a relief for parents 
and visitors who were fearful that their 
children would again lose out on a key 
community facility.

Dangerous driving 
trial over van chase 


A MAN has pleaded not guilty to 
dangerous driving after chasing 
a van around Haverhill at high 
speed, Ipswich Crown Court 
heard. 

Salvino Tillett, 25, of Landseer 
Court, Haverhill, has admitted 
he chased the van and went the 
wrong way around a roundabout 
but insisted it was not his fault. 

The incident allegedly began 
when Lee Blackman, 26, reversed 
a white van into the path of 
Tillett’s Fiat Punto car on the 
morning of October 29, 2012. 

Matthew Cannon was a front 
seat passenger in the car, travel¬ 
ling with Tillett. 

He told the jury that the van 
came very close to the Punto, 
stopped, and then collided with 
the passenger door before driv¬ 
ing off. 

He said he believed Mr 
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Blackman had not been looking 
when he emerged from Castle 
Lane. 

Margia Mostafa, prosecuting, 
said that Tillett then chased the 
van through Haverhill in an 
attempt to catch up. 

At a roundabout near the 
town’s Tesco, the van suddenly 
braked and after Tillett took the 
roundabout the wrong way, the 
vehicles collided. 

During the chase, the van was 
driven through a gap in a fence 
and onto a disused railway line. 

Tillett’s car was allegedly 
beginning to break down and 
was travelling at about 5mph. 

Taxi driver Lisa Payne who had 
been waiting at the Tesco store 
for a passenger said she called 


the police after hearing a 
screeching of tyres and a loud 
bang. 

During the chase other motor¬ 
ists as well as pedestrians had 
been forced to move out of the 
way as the two vehicles sped 
past, claimed Miss Mustafa. 

Police stopped both vehicles 
and Tillett was arrested. 

When interviewed he admitted 
chasing the van as it had collided 
with his car and that he had 
gone the wrong way on a round¬ 
about. 

Tillett said he had been forced 
to make the manouvre in an 
effort to avoid a collision as the 
van suddenly braked. 

Miss Mustafa said: “The driv¬ 
ing of both men fell far below the 
standard expected of a responsi¬ 
ble driver.” 

The trial continues.

Pub landlord to stand trial for sex offences 


A FORMER Haverhill pub 
landlord is to stand trial 
accused of 19 sex offences 
against two young girls. 

Peter Lee, 75, formerly of the 
Woolpack Pub, on Queen 
Street, Haverhill appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on July 
26 and pleaded not guilty to 
all of the alleged offences. 

He has been bailed until his 
trial start date on September 


23. 

Lee, now of Lords Lane, 
Heacham, King’s Lynn, is 
accused of committing the 19 
offences against two girls 
under 16 and 14. 

They allegedly took place 
over a nine-year period. 

He is charged with eight 
alleged offences in Sheffield, 
South Yorkshire, between 
June 22, 1972 and June 21, 


1976. 

Four are charges of indecent 
assault on a girl under the age 
of 14 and remaining four are 
for gross indecency with or 
towards a girl aged under 14. 

The other 11 counts are for 
offences that allegedly took 
place in Haverhill between 
June 21, 1975 and June 25, 
1981. 

In that time he is charged 


with committing three inde¬ 
cent assaults on a girl under 
the age of 14 and six indecent 
assaults on a girl under the 
age of 16. 

Lee is also alleged to have 
committed two acts of gross 
indecency with or towards a 
girl under the age of 14. 

Judge David Goodin grant¬ 
ed Lee bail until his next 
court appearance.

Dad’s 30,000ft leap 
in memory of his son

A BEREAVED father has decided to take 
on the ultimate leap of faith to raise 
money for The Sick Children’s Trust. 

Conrad Swinfield-Wells plans to 
attempt a world-record breaking 
parachute jump from 30,000ft in memory 
of his son Tomas, who died aged just four- 
and-a-half months old. 

He and his wife Jo will travel to 
Tennessee in September, where the 
45-year-old of Helions Bumpstead will 
attempt the historic feat. 

He said: “Tomas put up one hell of a 
fight. All the team at the Rosie called him 
the bomb-proof baby. 

“He was born 23 weeks premature and 
weighed only one-and-a-half pounds. 
He kept getting every possible thing a 
premature baby could get, but he just 
kept on fighting.” 

After pulling through a collapsed lung 
and three cardiac arrests, Tomas 
tragically died from a bowel disease as 
his parents said goodbye. 

Conrad now wants to do this incredible 
jump to raise £30,000 for the charity The 
Children’s Trust, which supported him 
and his wife during Tomas’ illness. 

He said: “We stayed at one of The Trust’s 
‘Homes from Home’ near the hospital, so 
we could be near to Tomas. It meant we 
were able to say goodbye when the time 
came. 

“I want to do this to honour Tomas’ 
memory and support the amazing work 
The Children’s Trust do and because of 
the fantastic work the doctors and nurses 
at the Rosie do.” 

Conrad will attempt to break the world 
record for the highest ever tandem 
parachute jump, while his wife watches 
from the ground. 

Known as a Halo jump, the high altitude 
free fall from 30,000ft has only been 
attempted by about 100 people since they 
began being offered to the public in 2002. 

The West Tennessee Skydiving Centre 
remains the only place in the world to 
allow jumps at such an altitude. 

Conrad admits he is petrified but that it 
is nothing compared to his son’s 
suffering. 

He said: “Tomas spent the whole of his 
life on oxygen and there were times when 
he became very upset and fearful. 

“But 15 to 30 minutes of pure fear for me 
will be nothing compared to what he 
went through. 

“They say courage is the absence of fear, 
but I think it’s actually the mastering of 
it. 

“Tomas’ memory and the dedication of 
the Rosie’s staff and the Children’s Trust 
will be what help me step through that 
door.”

Deadly drug 
given to man 


A FORMER drug user has 
been found guilty of feed¬ 
ing his cousin a bottle of 
heroin substitue. 

Brendon Jackson, 28, of 
Westwood Deals, 

Kedington, had pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of 
supplying a class A drug 
but was found guilty last 
Friday after a week-long 
trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Daniel Boyle, 24, from 
Haverhill, was working as 
a steel erector at the same 
Essex-based company as 
Jackson. 

They worked on a con¬ 
tract together in Bristol in 
October 2011 and Mr Boyle 
was found dead in the 
hotel room he shared with 
Jackson on October 12. 

While staying at a hotel at 
the Gordano Services 
beside the M5, it was 
alleged that the 24-year- 
old victim had been hand¬ 
ed a bottle of methadone 
by Jackson and encour¬ 
aged to drink from it. 

The incident came at the 
end of the first day working 
at an Argos store in the city

when Jackson, Mr Boyle 
and other colleagues had 
gathered to drink beer and 
smoke cannabis. 

Witnesses who had been 
present said that Jackson 
encouraged Mr Boyle to 
take some methadone. 

The 28-year-old had been 
prescribed methadone 
and received it legally from 
a Haverhill pharmacy. 

Toxicology tests showed 
Mr Boyle had died as a 
result of a reaction to the 
class A substance. 

Medical experts 

explained to the jury that a 
single dose of the drug 
taken by someone unfa¬ 
miliar with it could prove 
fatal. 

Jackson denied handing 
the open bottle of metha¬ 
done to his cousin, and 
said he did not encourage 
him to drink from it. 

He also said he was una¬ 
ware that the bottle was 
open when Mr Boyle, who 
he thought was “messing 
around”, put it to his lips. 


Jackson said he did not 
know that any of the drug 
had been swallowed. 

He denied any responsi¬ 
bility for his cousin’s death 
and said: “It wasn’t my 
fault.” 

The 28-year-old insisted 
if he had known Mr Boyle 
had swallowed methadone 
he would have looked 
after him to ensure his 
safety. 

Jackson also told the 
court that as well as being 
cousins, he and Mr Boyle 
were good friends and had 
grown up together. 

Andrew Thompson, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “There is no 
question that the death of 
Daniel Boyle was intended 
or in any way foreseen by 
Brendon Jackson.” 

Mr Thompson accused 
Jackson of attempting to 
portray Mr Boyle as “the 
author of his own death”. 

Jackson said: “He was. He 
has done everything off 
his own back. Why am I 
even here?” 

Jackson will be sentenced 
on August 22, and will 
remain on bail until then.

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P HYSICALLY and mentally 

exhausted, Ed Williams had been 
swimming for eight hours solid 
and all he could see was water in every 
direction. 

It was 2006 and, at just 19, the 
experienced swimmer was hoping to 
become one of the youngest people in 
history to swim the English Channel, 
but the chilly water and fierce waves 
were taking their toll on his tired body. 

Just as he was considering sacrificing 
months of training and seeking 
comfort aboard the support boat, a 
huge wave lifted Ed high enough for 
him to catch a glimpse of France far in 
the distance and the adrenalin kicked 
in. 

“It took 14 hours in total,” 
remembers Ed. “It was very long - 26 
miles - and the water was just 15 
degrees. I think I was about the 700th 
person to swim the English Channel 
- more people have actually climbed 
Everest than completed the swim.” 

Inspired by his first major swimming 
challenge, a year later the 26-year- 
old, who had been swimming 
independently since the age of 2, 
decided to make a career out of 
his passion and founded the Elite 
Swimming Academy. 

Based in Cambridge, Newmarket 
and Colne, the company is run by Ed 
and his wife Rebecca. Since it was 
launched in 2007 the swim school 
has grown from holding just a few 
lessons to now teaching an average of 
600 children and adults every week, 
with pupils ranging from complete 
beginners to triathletes and even 
members of the British team. 

“I never really knew what I wanted

Willingham. “I was at Anglia Ruskin 
University studying film when I 
swam the English Channel but I got 
so behind, with all the training, that 
I dropped out and went and did my 
swimming instructor training and then 
started up the company.” 

Ed’s Channel swim raised £60,000 for 
the Prostate Cancer Research Centre, 
a cause close to his heart as his dad is 
a doctor who specialises in the strain 
of cancer and has also successfully 
battled the disease himself. 

In 2009 Ed undertook his next 
charity swim: an eight-hour slog across 
Lake Windermere in aid of East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices (Each), but it’s 
his next challenge, to swim the North 
Channel, which will be his biggest and 
most gruelling one yet. 

“I’m always looking for that 
challenge that’s just a little bit 
different and a little bit bigger than 
the last,” explains Ed. “The English 
Channel swim is the qualifying swim 
for it so this seems the next natural 
progression.” 

Regarded as one of the hardest open- 
water swims there is, Ed is hoping to 
become the 11th person in the world 
to solo swim the epic route, which 
starts at the Mull of Kintyre in Scotland 
and ends at the north Antrim coast in 


Northern Ireland. 

Ed also hopes to set a world record 
in the process by completing the swim 
in under 12 hours. 

“The route as the crow flies is 22 
miles but it’s not a 22-mile swim 
because the tides and current are so 
strong it can actually end up being 
closer to 50 miles,” he says. “It’s a 
very dangerous swim and you won’t 
even be considered for it unless you 
have swum the English Channel or 
something equally impressive.” 

Waves on the northern route can 
reach up to eight feet and the water 
temperature, even in August when 
Ed will be attempting the swim, is 
between just 10 and 13 degrees. And 
then there are the many jellyfish to 
contend with. 

“Some of the nastiest jellyfish in the 
world can be found in that stretch of 
water but it’s not really the jellyfish that 
concern me, it’s more the cold water 
and the waves,” says Ed. 

“It’s inevitable that I will get stung, 
which can be very dangerous, but 
there will be a doctor on board the 
support boat who is there to look after 
me and administer antihistamine if 
necessary.” 

To up the ante even further, just like 
when he swam the English Channel, 
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wetsuits aren’t allowed, so all that will 
be between Ed and the icy water are 
his trusty Speedos, a hat and a pair of 
goggles. 

“It’s all about endurance, so one 
of the rules to make it a legitimate 
challenge is no wetsuits are allowed,” 
he says. “A wetsuit adds quite a bit of 
speed and buoyancy, so unfortunately 
you can’t wear one.” 

Explaining that he likes to take on 
a big swimming challenge every four 
years, Ed hopes to match the huge 
figure he raised when he swam the 
English Channel and this time he is 
raising funds for the Rosie Hospital 
through Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust (Act).

“My wife and I 
had our little 
baby (Isabella- 
Rose) in 
February 
and we were 
very lucky as 
everything 
was OK but 
not all parents 
are so lucky,” he 
says. “The charity 
is always something 
that’s relevant to me at the time.” 

Despite his North Channel adventure 
being over a year away, Ed’s training is 
under way and he regularly swims at 
the Jesus Green Lido and the lake in 
Milton Country Park, as well as working 
on his upper body strength with the 
help of Cambridge Kettlebells. 

“Training this year is all about fitness 
and stamina and then next year, in the 
final months of training, I’ll be doing a 
lot more extreme distance swimming 
of around 6-7 hour sessions,” he says. 

“I like swimming outdoors for the 
freedom, the isolation and the sheer 
challenge of it, but I like being indoors 
for the fitness, the social aspect of it 
and the warmth!” 

The one area of his training regime 
which he admits could do with a little 
attention is diet but it’s not something 
he’s prepared to change drastically. 

“I probably am a little casual on the 
nutrition side of things, but I eat what 
I want,” he says. “I had a huge cooked 
breakfast before I swam the English 
Channel; for me it was more a case 
of keeping motivated as you get the 
calories in and staying hydrated.” 

Once in the water, Ed’s snacks of 
choice include black coffee, orange 
juice and chocolate bars, which are 
consumed while treading water; if he 
touches the boat then it is automatic 
disqualification. 

Ed believes his swimming challenges 
have helped him to inspire the people 
he teaches and he is already thinking 
about what he will do next. 

“One of the reasons why I do these 
big swims is to inspire the kids that 




they too can do amazing things and 
realise their dreams,” he says. “There’s 
a challenge called the Ocean’s Seven 
which includes the seven hardest 
channels on each of the seven oceans 
and the English Channel and North 
Channel are the two hardest. Hopefully 
I will have already done those so the 
other five are what I’ll be working 
towards next.”

Teens failed in 
jewellery theft 


TWO teenagers were 
forced to flee empty- 
handed after stealing 
more than £8,700 worth of 
gold chains from a 
Haverhill jeweller, a court 
has heard. 

Thomas Lee-Mahoney 
and a 17-year-old who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, had targeted 
Griffith Jones Jewellers in 
the town’s High Street. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard how the pair visited 
the shop on January 22. 

The 17-year-old returned 
later that morning, when 
he asked to see a tray of 
gold chains. 

The boy then grabbed 
them and ran from the 
shop, joining Lee- 
Mahoney, of Mill Hill, 
Haverhill, who had been 
waiting in the doorway. 

Prosecutor Michael

Crimp said members of the 
public challenged the two 
thieves and the boy 
dropped the tray of chains. 

Passers-by helped to 
collect up the chains and 
returned all of them to the 
jewellers’ shop. 

They had a total value of 
£8,784. 

Both Lee-Mahoney, who 
had briefly lingered at the 
scene claiming to be a 
witness to the theft, and 
the 17-year-old were later 
arrested. 

Mr Crimp said: “It cannot 
be said that this was the 
most sophisticated of 
thefts.” 

Neither offender was 
wearing gloves or a mask. 

Ian James, mitigating, 
said the 17-year-old 


regretted his involvement 
and claimed that the theft 
had not been his idea. 

The boy asked for nine 
other offences to be taken 
into consideration. 

Richard Potts, mitigating 
for Lee-Mahoney, said he 
too regretted his actions. 

The 17-year-old and Lee- 
Mahoney both pleaded 
guilty to an offence of theft 
from a shop. 

Judge John Holt made the 
17-year-old the subject of a 
youth offending rehabili¬ 
tation order and placed 
him under Probation 
Service supervision for 24 
months and said he must 
take part in a programme 
designed to help offenders. 

Lee-Mahoney was 
sentenced to 150 hours of 
unpaid community work 
and placed under 
supervision for 12 months.

WHEN I was 16, Kaiser Chiefs were considered pretty 
cool, even if their lyrics were ridiculously repetitive 
and just an excuse for a bunch of indie kids to jump 
about on stage, writes Ella Walker. 

Made up of the scruffy-haired Ricky Wilson on 
vocals, Andrew White on guitar, Simon Rix on bass, 
Nick Baines on keys and newcomer, live drummer Vijay 
Mistry, they formed in Leeds and have been going 
since 1996. 

They forced their way into the mainstream in 
2005 with debut album Employment. Chock full of 
annoyingly catchy tracks - namely / Predict A Riot and 
Oh My Cod- it was shortlisted for the Mercury Music 
Prize, plus won an Ivor Novello for Best Album. 

Since then they've churned out three more: Yours 
Truly Angry Mob, Off with Their Heads and The 
Future Is Medieval, plus a singles compilation last year 
( Souvenir: The Singles 2004-2012). More recently 
though they've been hauling themselves up and down 
the country playing sell out tours, gatecrashing the 
Eden project and are now set to play Newmarket 
Nights (we reckon they're the kind of lads who are 
keen on a flutter). Oh, and a new album is on its way 
too. 

They were part of an indie-rock buzz at a point in 
time when Razorlight and The Kooks were considered 
the epitome of cool (only Franz Ferdinand seemed to 
have clawed their way out of the pack and maintained 
their credibility). 

Then again, Kaiser Chiefs have a witty, intelligent 
frontman who doesn't have an addiction to white 
jeans and fluffing his ego (Johnny Borrell: what a 
waste). In fact, their music might be irritating, but they 
are, as a band, really quite likeable. 


And, after he guest-hosted BBC TV panel show 
Nevermind the Buzzcocks, Ricky undoubtedly should 
have been offered the gig full-time. 


But then, who'd be yelling out "Ruby, Ruby, Ruby, 
Rubaaaay!” for thousands of screaming fans? I reckon 
they might still have it, you know.

30 years their junior. 

Dean Parisot's testosterone- 
fuelled caper is a hugely 
entertaining and polished 
piece of nonsense which 
ramps up the action 
sequences as the lean and 
preposterous plot ricochets 
between Paris, London and 
Moscow at dizzying speed. 

The dream team of Bruce 
Willis, John Malkovich 
and Helen Mirren lock and 
load once again with giddy 
abandon, this time welcoming 
celebrated Korean actor Lee 
Byung-hun whose martial arts 
skills allow for some terrific 
sequences of hand-to-hand 
combat in bone-crunching 
close-up.

Pick fninits 
for summer 


IT’S NOT only the humble potato or common car¬ 
rot which can thrive on allotments - you can also 
grow a cornucopia of delicious soft fruits like 
summer berries and blackcurrants. 

What's more, fruit bushes and trees are long- 
lived. Gooseberries and blackcurrants can do 
well for 20 years, trees can 
produce for decades and 
raspberry canes can last more 
than 10 years. 

"Plot-holders are better off 
looking at soft fruit because it 
takes up less space than fruit 
trees and is easier to manage 
and pick,'' says Mike Thurlow, 
horticultural adviser to the 
National Allotment Society, 
which is running this year's 
National Allotments Week 
campaign with Kelly's of 
Cornwall. 

"The root run of soft fruit isn't so expansive 
so it doesn't interfere with other crops or with 
neighbours' plots.'' 

Summer fruits are generally easier to care for 
than larger fruit trees. Many currants can be 
grown as bushes, while raspberries and black¬ 
berries need to be trained against a framework 
structure, usually a post and wire system. 


"Soft fruit can't be shoved away in a cold 
corner,'' Thurlow explains. "Full sun is needed to 
ripen the wood rather than the fruit because it is 
ripe wood which gives you the bountiful harvest 
the following year.'' 

If you are growing bushes or training trees, 
plan them as part of the 
structure of your allotment, as 
they are likely to be permanent 
fixtures. Most fruit trees are 
pollinated by insects so you'll 
need to avoid windy sites, and 
add plenty of organic matter 
to the soil, which needs to be 
well-drained. 

Strawberries, one of the 
nation's favourite summer 
fruits, should be placed in the 
sunniest border and should be 
moved around on a three-year 
cycle. 

Few allotments allow trees to be grown 
because they shade other plots and sometimes 
can't be moved when a new tenant arrives. So 
if you want to grow fruit trees, you may have to 
buy dwarf rootstocks to train, creating espaliers, 
cordons or fans. 

"Redcurrants, white currants and gooseberries 
can be fan-trained and turned into espaliers and

cordons. It's a bit of fun. You could train them up 
the side of a shed or make make a support from 
stakes and training wires,'' Thurlow says. 

Be warned that blackcurrants are big plants 
which will need plenty of room, each taking up 
around 1.5 square metres of ground so don't 
plant them too close together. 

"You'll often have fewer berries from two 
struggling plants than from one good one,'' 
Thurlow points out. 

Unless you live in a really mild area and your 
plot is sheltered, avoid trying to grow tender 
fruits such as figs, apricots and peaches on your 
allotment, as they will need so much protection. 

All soft fruits should be planted in a sheltered 
spot away from frost pockets. Choose late varie¬ 
ties to help avoid frost damage and make sure 
you net the fruits from the birds. A fruit cage is 
essential and should be allowed on allotments as 


it is classed as a temporary structure. 

Avoid planting soft fruit where it has been 
grown before as it can lead to replant disease, 
resulting in stunted growth. Buy stock which has 
been certified free of pests and disease to avoid 
the fatal viral disease. 

As for placing your plants, Thurlow advises to 
keep all your fruit bushes together as a group in a 
south or west-facing spot where they will receive 
the maximum sun. 

Growing fruit on your allotment may take a lit¬ 
tle patience as many types will not bear fruit the 
same year they are planted (summer raspberries, 
blackberries and gooseberries will fruit in the sec¬ 
ond year and redcurrants in the third), but once 
they are established, they will not let you down.
